trouble o f his son. 
M r. Borden is 


an old soldier and w as considerably 


shaken 
because o f the actions of 


his boy. 


The father visited his son in ja il 


and they had a long talk. 
The boy, 


following his promise to the officials 


here, wrote tt> his fath er and told 


him of his present difficulty. 
The 


father received the letter this m orn­ 


ing and eame tut the first ear to the 


city. 


W hen seen his m orning M r. B o r­ 


den stated that lie could not account 


for the actions o f his son although 


he knew he was a “ litle w ild.” 
M r. 


Forden said the boy’s m other 
had 


been dead for sixteen years and that 


he had never receive«! the home tra in ­ 


in g that other boys had. M r. Borden 


aid that in 1908 his son 
stole 
a 
t 
pocketbook from a buggy in Shelby 


ville and that he w as sent to P la in ­ 


field. 
He was released 
from 
the 


hoys’ school only to he 
sent there 


again when the fath er 
could 
not 


k«*«*p him from running awfay. 


The father st.it«*«1 that even when 


little boy Russell had a tendency 


to run aw ay and leave home andthat 


for tin* last few years lie had seen 


but little o f him. 
The last he 
had 


heard of the boy until he was a rres­ 


ted here, he was in Louisville, Ivy., 


having gone there with another boy 


seeking employment 
in a 
“ m ovie” 


how as a piano player. 


Th«* father came here to see if he 


could get his son out o f the trouble. 


He stated that lie had a daughter that 


was almost <lea«l with 
tuberculosis 


and that if she found out that her 


brother had been sentenced to p ris­ 


on it would more than likely kill her. 


This is according to the boy’s story, 


he told the officers that his sis­ 


ter w as almost dead w ith tuberculo­ 


sis and that he would like to have 


the chance o f going home 
to 
her. 


The father had a 
long 
talk 
with 


Jam es Spillm an, owner of the m a­ 


chine that was stolen, but M r. S p ill­ 


man could not promise 
him 
a n y ­ 


thing as the boy has been bound ov- 


ed to the grand ju ry and it w ill likely 


be up to the court to say whether he 


hall serve time.

mine of the Franklin County Coal 
company arranged in rows for iden­ 
tification in improvised morgues and 
the blackened corpses of three more 
victims sighted within the drifts, res­ 
cuers today continued their search in 
the hope of finding some of the fifty 
who remain imprisoned still alive. 
Eleven of the dead had been iden­ 
tified early today. 
Rescuers follow­ 
ing their 
canvass of the survivors 
declared today that at least fifty men 
remain in the 
mine and

slight hope that they were still alive.

The story of the origin of the pre­ 
sent European w ar has been misre­ 
presented in English dispatches to 
such an extent that there are many 
people in America and other English 
speaking countries who believe that 
Emperor William had a spell of m ad­ 
ness, while in fact, he 
was 
com- 
I icttcd to begin a 
tremendous 
war 
against his inclination, and English 
diplomats and military leaders have 
proclaimed in recent speeches th at 
German “militarism” must be wiped 
out. 
England objects to 
German 
militarism for the same reason that 
strikers always object to the police 
or that state militia is sent into the 
strike zone. 


The terra “militarism” is of recent 
coinage and it may mean the Ger­ 
man institution of universal military 
service, or the short comings of mil­ 
itary institutions. 
The 
former 
is 
militarism as it ought to be, the lat­ 
ter are exerescenses 
of 
military 
arrogance, a kind of social disease 
which v^ill naturally and from 
time 
to time make its appearance! or de­ 


velop into an epidemic, in ease of 
this kind which manifested itself in 
I Alsace a year or two ago was seve­ 
rely censured in Germany by 
the 
Reichstag. 
Militarism, in that sense 
has always been of a transient na­ 
ture and has never been worse in 
Germany than in other countries. 


Militarism as an institution of the 
German empire, established by law, 
with the full consent of the German 
j people, for the sake of national de­ 
fense, is a state of things that can 
neither be condemned nor commend­ 
ed off-hand, hut must he studied and 
understood. 


The German arm y 
is 
different 
j from any other, and especially from 
the English army. 
The official de­ 
finition of the German arm y reads 
th at it is “ the German people 
in 
arm s”—das deutehe Volk in Waffen. 
Germany, unlike England, does NOT 
enlist M ERCENARIES; it calls upon 
every able-bodied man in the nation 
to appear at the colors and he ready 
1 for the defense of his country. 
The 
Kaiser is the leader, who has the 
highest command, the same as the 
president of the United States in 
case of war. 


IIow often do foreigners 
misrep­ 
resent the state of things and pity 
the German soldiers 
for 
allowing 
themselves to he enslaved in the ser­ 
vice of a tyrant who will lead them 
to be slaughtered. 
Does any one 
believe th at the German army could 
win its decisive battles of it consist­ 
ed of slaves and were serving the 
private interests of a vain glorious 
m onarch? 
Great battles can only he 
won by free men inspired by* an 
idea, and the Germans of today do 
not fight for the possession 
of a 
few hundred million pounds sterling 
(the amount of trade lost by Eng­ 
land, and which is the underlying 
reason for England’s soreness), but 
for their homes, their liberty, their 
0 
country. 
In order to defeat Ger­ 
many, her enemies will have to slay 
the whole male 
population capable 
of bearing arms.

of Napoleon I, who had humiliated 
Prussia. 
One of the 
conqueror's 
conditions of peace was 
that the 
Prussian arm y should he limited in 
numbers. 
So the Prussian general 
Scharnhorst kept on changing his 
soldiers; he had them trained and 
discharged, only to he replaced by 
new recruits, and when the day of 
liberation dawned 
the 
inhabitants 
rose in great masses, not as raw 
recruits, but as trained men, in an 
army about four times a s strong as 
had been permitted to he kept. 
This 
system 
of regarding 
the standing 
* 
* 
*- 
o 
armv as a school has been workeo 
out first for P russia and then for 
Germany to its present completion. 


I refer to I)r. J C. Sexton, who 
spoke of the German military system 
with the highest eulogy, after his re­ 
turn from a visit to Berlin a 
few 
years ago. 
He spoke of the tho­ 
rough 
military, 
educational 
and 
manual training the soldiers receive 
in the army, so that when their time 
expires they retire home better and 
more useful men, better citizens and 
more efficient producers of national 
wealth. 
The history of Germany has im­ 
pressed the necessity of militarism 
upon the whole nation. 
The sudden­ 
ness with 
which 
the present 
w ar 
broke upon Germany is but a new 
¡»roof of the absolute necessity of a 
national defense. 
Militarism in this sense, 
as 
a 
systematic defense of the 
nation, 
will not he abolished, as some senti­ 
mental 
ignoramuses 
predict, 
but 
will he more securely and perm an­ 
ently established than ever in the 
fatherland, and all the enemies of 
of Germany will have to adopt it if 
they intend to have the same milit­ 
ary efficiency. 
France has introduced militarism 
but the Engli sh newspaper writers 
find no fault with French militarism 
although it is more severe than the 
German system, and lacks its in­ 
telligent advantage. ’ It is only nec­ 
essary to mention here the one-year 
service in Germany, 
reserved 
for 
youths of higher education, a dis­ 
tinction which is not permitted in 
France, on the ground that 
there 
ought not to he preference of any 
kind in a republic. 
But the prefer­ 
ence shown is not that of the privi­ 
leged class, it is not due 
to 
noble 
b irth , nor to wealth; this preference 
is allowed to those who 
by 
public 
examinations, or in their course of 
education, prove themselves worthy 
of this 
distinction 
any 
one 
can 
secure the privilege if he but reaches 
the required standard of education. 
It is not an aristocratic institution, 
and as a result there is no one, not 
even among the 
Social 
Democrats 
who find fault with it. 
On the con­ 
trary it is a stimulous to education. 
The writer, a son of a German vil­ 
lage tailor attended higher educa­ 
tional institutions \vfitli a view of 
preparing for the one-year military 
service, but later went to America. 
Another boy of the same village, 
who attended the same college at the 
same time, went through with 
it, 
served his one-year military 
term 
and then became a government o f­ 
ficial— with a small 
salary 
it 
is 
true but with much social distinction 
and prominence. 
The German army is one of the 
most democratic institutions in the 
world. 
Its supreme law is efficiency, 
and that is being attained without 
respect to persons. 
The son of a 
duke, a prince, the millionaire’s son, 
or any poor fellow from the lowest 
ranks of the 
peasantry, 
all 
are 
treated 
alike, all have to perform 
their duty, and from beginning’ the 
best example has been set by the 
princes of the imperial house, the 
Hohenzollerns t hemselves. 
And what is the result? 
The Ger­ 
man people acquire 
an 
invaluable 
education in duty, in promptness, in 
accuracy— qualities 
in 
which 
all 
other nationalities, without 
excep­ 
tion, are sorely deficient. 
How often has the criticism been 
made, that the German youths lost 
two or three years from the most 
im portant part of their lives in mili­ 
tary service; 
but the truth is th at 
the money annually 
spent 
on 
the 


arm y brings as great returns as that 
which 
is 
expended 
for 
public 
schools; 
this militarism is part and 
parcel of the German education, and 


som etim es men wonder where G e r ­ 
mans have acquired those qualities 
of sturdiness, of a sense of duty, ol 
exactness in details. 
Germany’s militarism 
does 
not 
suit Germany’s enemies, for m ilitar­ 
ism in the best sense of the 
term, 
has enabled Germany to withstand 
the attacks of her foes. While the 
Germans were absolutely 
peaceful, 
their n eighbors fell upon them and 
tore off province after province from 
the empire, and those German tribes 
that 
fou ml 
no 
'support 
in 
the 
common 
fatherland 
became 
in­ 
dependent. 
Ktraif 
burg 
and 
oth­ 
er 
cities 
of 
Alsace-Loraine 
became 
French, 
Pomerania- 
fell 
to Sweden, the Netherlands (which 
includes Belgium and Holland) and 
Switzerland 
became 
independent 
and finally the entire German em­ 
pire broke down. 
Thus the exegen- 
eies of national struggles developed 
German militarism so-called devel- 
Germnn 
militarism 
so-called 
to 
supply the manhood of the country 
with a methodical training in self- 
defense. 
I am a native of the ancient “ P a l­ 
atinate of the Rhine,” whose seat of 
government was at Heidelberg, and 
the present and \\(orld-famous castle 
ruins in that city was the palace of 
the Palatinate, one of the most glo­ 
rious scenes of a romantic past. 
In 
1088, a French army, without w arn­ 
ing and without reason, fell upon the 
rich andf attractive valleys 
of 
the 
Rhine and Neckar and ruthlessly de­ 
vastated 
the 
country 
plundering, 
ravaging and burning cities, villages 
and palaces. 
The tombs of the old 
emperors at Worms 
(fifteen 
miles 
from my native village), were dese­ 
crated and the dust of their 
dead 
bodies scattered to the wind. 
Within a radius of twenty 
miles 
around my native village, and also 
in our county seat, are many castle
